But how wofully have we perverted this Order, whoſe 
inceſſant Cares for the Things of this Life ſufficiently 
declare,that we believe our ſetves here at home? One Man: 
eagerly purſuing Senſual Pleaſures, as if he had nothing 
to mind or hope for but what the Beaſts enjoy. - Another 
Riches, and that with ſo much Earneftneſs, as if he were 
to enjoy the ſame for ever; tho the Foot: knows not bur 
this very Night he muſt part from them. A #hird hunt-. 
ing after Honour and Dominion, ſo as to ſtick at nothing 
that may compaſs it, and yer little knows how ſoon his 
Honour may he laid in the Duſt. A fourth after Popular 
Applauſe, which is nothing but a Blaſt, nothing more vain- 
and uncertain than it is. .Whereas, if we did but rightly 
| underſtand our State and Condition here, and ſeriouſly 
| conſider that all Fleſh s Graſs, we would little value theſe 
| things, and at beſt, »ſe the World as if we uſed it not : 
Uſe it no otherwiſe than a Traveller doth his Inn, and 
how is that ? whea he comes there, tho he finds every 
| thing ready, a Room well furniſhed, and all things there- 
| in not only convenient, but delightful too ; yet he is not 
ſo ſilly as to ſet his Heart upon them, becauſe he knows on 
the Morrow he is to leave them and be gone: And there's. 
no Man that travels homeward, that would multiply Bu- ' 
ſineſſes on himſelf unneceſſarily in the Way. When he 
is at Home in his Houſe, he may find ſundry Imployments

And therefore that I may neither confound you, nor # 
loſe my ſelf, I ſhall only glance at ſume few things that # 
may ſatisfy us, what great Advantages we might have 7 
reapt from her Life, had it pleaſed the wiſe Diſpoſer of : 
all _ to have continued it. And this will naturally * 
tend : 

Firſt, To give us a due Senſe of our Loſs. 

Secondly, To quickea us to ſuch Duties, whereby (fince 
*tis impoſſible to improve it to our Temporal Advantage) . 
we may yet make the beſt of it, that our Misfortune as 
well as our other Circumſtances will admir. 

The Loſs of a good (tho private) Perſon, is at all ' 
Times, eſpecially in bad Times, a juſt ground of deep *' 
Sorrow ; What then muſt be the loſs of a good Queen, : 
who is a common Stock, in which Millions have a Share ? © 
A burning Lamp, which ſhin'd and imparted its Light to - 
three great Kingdoms ? No wonder if the exhauſting 
of ſuch a Store, the quenching of ſuch a Lamp, ſhould 
be Matter of doleful Complaint. 

And here I could willingly indulge both yours and my . 
own Paſſion, that we might fit down a while in Silence, 
and only by the Language of our Tears ſpeak our Senſe 
of this heavy, this irreparable Loſs : But all Paſhons, e- - 
ſpecially that of Grief, need rather a Bridle than a Spur; 
and we have ſomething elſe to do, upon ſuch an extraor- 
dinary Occaſion, than to bewail our Loſs after the com- 
mon rate, tho that's allowed us too. 

A bright Star is removed ; nay, our Sun is ſet : Well 
may Darkneſs over-ſpread our Horizon ; A Cedar © fal- + 
* len, well may the Fir-trees howl, A Cedar, which, had ' 
God ſo pleaſed, might have ſtood and flouriſhed much * 
longer : But we often ſee the loftieſt Cedar cut down be- * 
fore the uſeleſs Shrub; And they frequently fall, (ſays 2 
one) who while they ſtood, not only graced the Foreſt, *

but gave Shade and Shelter to others too. And oh ! that 
we had not now the Occaſion to bewail the Fall of the 
moſt flouriſhing Plant that grac'd our own or any other

- After ſuch a Voice, what can warrant any of you that 
you ſhall be alive while to Morrow ? Who can be Securi- 
ty for his own Life one Moment beyond the preſent ? 
You'll ſay, my Youth, my Strength, my Temperance, 
and my Vigour, theſe will ſecure me: But was there 
ever any more healthy, more lively, more temperate, or 
more vigorous than the Queen? How ſprightly, how fair, 
how hail, how charming was ſhe but this Day three 
Weeks, and almoſt a Week after? And yet the King of 
Terrors ſtole upon her, before her Self, or at leaſt her 
Friends ſuſpeQed, being even (after ſome Days illneſs) 
look'd upon as Safe, and paſt all Danger, on Tueſday ; 
and yet, beyond all ExpeQation, given over, and the Sen- 
tence of Death pronounc'd by her Phyſicians before Noon 
on Wedneſday : So vain a Thing i Man. .. 

But this can be no ſurprize to thoſe, whoſe uſual Exer 
ciſe it is to die daily; and as St. Ambroſe conceived of 
Valentinian the Emperor, ſo may we of her Majeſty ; 
The Evidences paſt in her Health, are fair Proofs of that 
Diſpoſition her Soul was in in her Sickneſs. But more of 


thisanon: for tho all her earthly Advantages are now be- 

come the Spoils.of Mortality, yet She's nor to be laid in 

the Duſt like common Mold, nor depoſited in the Shades 
with ſilence. | 

It's true, in the bleſſed State to which ſhe is now ar- 
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rivd,

Anceſtors; She needs no Praiſes of ours, but yet that 3 


which every good Man may claim, is much more juſtly 


her Due ; Commendation after Death, being a juſt Tri- q 


bute to a Religious Life. 
Conſult the Scriptures, and you ſhall ſcarce find one 
Godly Maa laid in his Grave without an Epitaph of Ho- 


nour ; view the Fathers, and you ſhall obſerve it their 7 
PraQtice, to honour the Death.of the Good, eſpecially if *7 
Princes: and if this had never been done before, it might 2 
be now allowed to Her, who was as well the Beſt, as the 7 
greateſt among Women. As to the latter, "twere eaſy to 
ſhew it, in the Inſtances of her Iliuſtrious Birth, (being 1 


deſcended from a-Royal Race of Kings, as well the great- 


eſt,as of the longeſt and moſt uninterrupted Succeſſion now Z 


in the Chriſtian World) in her ſutable Education, in her 
natural and acquired Accompliſhments ; which rendred 
Her the Darling of the Age, as well as the Glory of her 
Sex. But we muſt leave theſe, and many other Advan- 
tages, -with all Her great Ations, to fill up Chronicles ; 
and they will better become the Hiſtory and Annals of the 
Time, than the Nook of a Sermon. | 

The ſweetneſs of her Temper, her Beauty, Wit, and 
Charms of Converſation, which made Her, like Yeſpaſe- 
an, Delicic humani generis, and rendred her Amiable and 
Dear toall that had rhe Honour to know Her, (tho they 
were Gifts from Above) yet muſt they now be paſt over 
in ſilence, as being Preds Mortis, a Spoil unto Death and 
the Grave. 

W hich Conſideration ſhould. cure the undue Eſteem 
which too many Chriſtians ſeem to put upon them ; be- 
ing more ambitious to outvy others in every thing, rather 
than real Holineſs ; which (after all's done) is the only 
Ornament that Death cannot ſpoil us of.

the Lord. And the great SatisfaQtion ſhe took in them, 
was the Opportunity they afforded her of doing Good ; 
and when at any time they would not anſwer the great

fells us what her Concern and Regret was. 
- She had a deep ſenſe of the Wants of all Perſons, and. 
would catch at the leaſt hint of any proper Obje& of Cha-" 
rity when at any time mentioned, and never declin'd re-' 
lieving any Tadigent, either Families or private Perſons, 
when recommended to her, | 
Nor was her Charity confined only to ſuch here, but, 
extended to Ireland too; and not only to thoſe there, who 
had ſuffered for their Religion, or for eſpouſing her In- 
tereſt, but even to the T1r;þ Orphans, that is, vhe Chil. 
dren of ſuch Parents who died in aQtual Rebellion and 
fighting againſt her, and that after they had robb'd, and 
ftripp'd, and kilFd, and murdered many of her loyal Sub- 
jeas ; yet to their Children was her great Charity de- 
ſign'd. ' And ſhe was (to my knowledg) very ſolicitous 
to have ſome Fund ſettled for their Support, that they 
might be brought vp in 2 Proteſtant Religion, and 
PAY : main- 
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maintained while fit to be put to Trades, or otherwiſe 
diſpoſed of. 

This was Charity indeed, the doing Good for God's 
fake, without any other than a, Chriſtian and truly Pious 


T | > Inducement, to lay up in ſtore a good Foundation againſs the 
Luk.16, X time t0 come ; and to make to her ſelf Friends of the Mammon 


of Unrighteouſneſs. 

She had a great Compaſſion for ſuch Foreigners as fled 
for their Religion, as being forward to do good 7o all, fo 
eſpecially to thoſe of the Houſhold of Faith. 

But ſhe had a parcicular Concern for ſuch indigent 
Perſons, whoſe Circumſtances had been any ways conſji- 
derable in the World ; there being ſome ObjeCts of real 


- Charity, which are not ſo to vulgar Eyes or Purſes, on. 


whom ſhe would confer, and whom ſhe would ſurprize 
with great and ſutable Afſiſtances; and to ſuch ſhe was 
generally kind in the very manner as well as meaſure of 


| her Charity, being as tender of their Modeſty, as ſhe was 
* compaſſionate of their Neceſlity ; and by her ſweet ob- 


liging way, made her Gift ſeem more a Preſent than a 
Charity. But I ſhould never have done ſhould I inſiſt 
on Particulars, or ſay all that might be ſaid of her in a 
private Capacity, as a Chriſtian. And how much more 
might be ſaid of her in relation to others ? 

As ſhe was the beſt of Queens, ſo ſhe was the beſt of 
Miſtreſles, to thoſe who had the Honour to ſerve her ; 
never (as I am informed) urging her Commands upon 
ther ſo much by her Power and Authority, as obli- 
ging them by her Kindneſs and Condeſcenſion, treating 
them more like Friends than; Servants. And as their 
Quality did intitle many of them (as much as any of 
their fellow-Subjes) to her Friendſhip, ſo ſhe loſt no- 
thing by affording it, but did ſecure their moſt ready Obe- 
dience upon ſtronger Principles than that of bare Autho- 
rity, even thoſe of Love and Gratitude ; which as they 
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are moſt acceptable and pleaſant on all ſides, fo are they 
moſt faithful and moſt laſting. Ina word, I have been 
told, that her Carriage among them was ſo obliging and 


prudent, that ſhe was never known to ſay or do any thing 


unworthy of her great Self, or unbecoming that great 
Wiſdom and Diſcretiori that appeared in all her Af&ions. 

TI ſhall now conſider her as a Queen, and that but 
briefly, fearing to outſtrip my time. And firſt, As a 
Queen Conſort, as a Wife; and here we may ſay as the 
Scripture ſays, The Heart of her Huband did ſafely truſt Prov. 1. 
in her, and ſhe did him Good and not Evil, all the days of "> = 
her Life. Never was Woman.more a Crown and Or- 
nament to Man. -She liv'd doubtleſs with a great Senſe 
of the Covenant of God that was between them, upon 
her Heart, and might ſay, as her Royal Grand-father in 
his Meſſage to his Queen, that ſhe never tranſgreſs'd the 
Obligation of Fidelity or Aﬀe&tion to Him, no not in 
Thought. | | | | 

She was all Love, and all Obedience. 

A great part of her Care, was to obſerve every thing 
that was moſt pleaſing to him, and ſhe was in all reſpe&ts 
what ſhe ought to be, 4 Help-Meer. And the inexprefli- Gen.2, 26. 
ble Sorrow his Majeſty groans under for her Lofs, is a 
too ſufficient Manifeſtation of all this. 

And upon this Head it might not be improper to add . 

a word or two, as a juſt and farther Vindication of her 
Majeſty in the only thing her moſt malicious Enemies 
could charge her with. = 

She, who was ſo generally and ſo juſtly beloved and 
admired by all, had yet the hard Thoughts of ſome few 
biaſt and unreaſonable Men, who pretended forſooth tobe 
diſſatisfied with her way of coming to the Crown, and 
were therefore ſo impudent as to cenſure her for it. But 
had there not been other great and weighty Reaſons, yea 
an abſolute Neceflity for it, as great as the ſaving three 
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* tottering Kingdoms from ſinking, and our Religion, Laws. 
and Liberties, and after them our Eſtates and Lives 


from expiring : Had there been, I ſay, none of theſe 
or any other Inducements, yet the Obligations ſhe lay un- 


Gen. 2.24-der as a Wife (which by one of the firſt SanQtions in Holy 


Writ, are far greater than any due from a Child to a Pa- 
rent) might very well have excuſed her, and removed 
their Diſlike upon that ſcore, and ſo rendred her as ami- 
able and dear to them, as ſhe was to all others. 

And now we might conſider her as a Queen Regent. 
And here again, as a farther Demonſtration of his Ma- 
jeſty's great AﬀeQion, when the aſpiring Deſigns and. 
Attempts of a potent and haughty Enemy, forc'd him 
from her and us, and neceſſarily required his Preſence elſe- 
where, he entruſted the whole Management of the State 
to her Care and ConduQt;. to which, tho ſhe was. (in 
his Abſence) qualified and entitled by Law, yet it was. 
4 high Teſtimony of his Confidence in her Prudence, 
to leave and intruft it to her ſole Care, Which Truſt 
ſhe diſcharged with ſuch RE, fuch ExaQtneſs, and 
fuch admirable Wiſdom, that ſhe never gave or left 


occaſion for any Complaint, but rendered all more 


than filent, ſatisfied; and not only ſatisfied, but ap- 
plauding and admiring her prudent and honourable Con- 


And tho ſhe loved, and even hugg'd her Retirements 
as her greateſt SatisfaQtion 3 yet when the Exigences of 
Afﬀairs required it, ſhe would deny her ſelf, and her 
particular Inclination, to comply with a Duty of a more 
publick Concern ; and chearfully ſuſtained the hurry of 
Buſineſs, which was inevitable, and always acquitted 
her ſelf (with Honour and Applauſe) of the great Truſt 
umpofed in her. | | 

But never did any Man, after a long and uneaſy Con- 
finement, meet his Liberty with more Joy and Satif- 
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faQion, than ſhe did ſolace her ſelf, when ſhe had eſcaped 
the Noiſe and Crowd of Aﬀairs, which muſt needs have 
ruffled and diſturb'd her Quiet, and (ſofar): leſſen'd, or 
(at leaſt) ſuſpended the full enjoiment of her Self. f 
And now by ſuch a Regular, ſuch a Pious and ſuch a 
Righteous Life, we cannot eaſily ſuſpeQ& She could be un- 
prepar'd even for the moſt ſudden Death ; and tho the 
Warning was indeed but ſhort, yet we have no reaſon to 
fear it was-much ſurprizing- to one that always lived in 
expeCtation of it. | 
She was always (CasTI was inform'd) in the midſt of 
her Health and Strength, apprehenſive enough of the Diſ- 
eaſe whereof ſhe died; yet beingſeiz'd with it,ſhe ſeem'd 
not at all diſcourag'd, and profeſsd her ſelf entirely wil- 
ling to acquieſce in the Will of God; and all the while 
of her Illneſs continued in the ſame Frame ; and not- 
withſtanding a Complication of Diſtempers, notwith- 
ſtanding the troubleſome Preſcriptions of Phyſicians, and 
the no leſs troubleſome Applications of others ;. notwith- 
ſtanding her own Pain and Diſorder, of which (her Con- 
ftitution, and other Circumftances conſider?d) She could 
not but be very ſenſible, yet with an admirable Patied 
and Reſignation to the Will of God, with a great. Con- 
tempt of the Vanities of the World, and with a holy.In- 
difference even to Life it ſelf, ſhe was ready to anſwer 
when it pleaſed God tocall; being impatient in nothing, 
nor importunate in any thing, fave an earneſt deſire that 
{ ſhe might know her Danger : and when it was at laſt de» 
clared to Her, O God, how like an Angel, rather than a 
Soul clogg'd with Fleſh, did She receive it. with ſuch

. We may be induced ſtrongly to this, upon theſe 
Grounds. 

Firſt, We are to do this for her Sake that is gone. 

Secondly, For his own Sake. 

Thirdly, And eſpecially upon the Account of our 
ſelves. | 

Firſt, For her Sake that's gone. While She lived, She 
loved, honoured and admired Him : She knew his Worth 
beyond what-we do ; and beſides His many other Accom- 
pliſhments, which His very Enemies admire in Him, Ste 
knew, that in His greateſt Undertaking, His chiefeſt Aim 
was the Intereſt and Good of Exrope ; and eſpecially that 
part of it which needed moſt his Help, and to which He 
was in all ReſpeQs moſt obliged to give it, Great Britain 
and Treland. 

'In a word, She beſt knew Him, and therefore juſtly 
valued Him: And ſurely if the Saints departed have any 
knowledg of what paſſes here below, we cannot perform 
a more grateful Service to her Memory, than to value 
Him, to love, honour and admire Him too. 

Secondly, For his own ſake. Remember he is a Prince 
that has yet got nothing by us but Trouble, and Care, 
and Travel, and Toil, and Danger: A Prince, who 
when we were in theextreameſt Danger, upon the Brink 
of being ruined and undone, ſtaked his Life, his Fortune, 
his All, to ſave us; in which Attempt, (conſidering the 
Seaſon, and the powerful Army there was to oppoſe Him, 
with the other Difficulties he had to ſtruggle with) the 
Diſcouragements were ſo many, that none but a Cou- 
rage, great like His, could have encountred them : And 
indeed the Undertaking was ſo great, and the Means to 
carry it on in Proportion ſo little, that we need not thigk 
it an Hyperbole in Him, who concludes, there wasa Power 
more than Humane in bringing it to paſs, and the Iſſue 
ſeems to confirm it : Infomuch that France her ſelf, thar 
laugh'd 
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laugh'd at the Attempt, was yet amaz'd at the Succeſs ; 
and well ſhe might, it being the likelieſt Rep that was 
ever made towards her Ruin. But to return. h 

Remember, He is a Prince, who after many Years Ef- 
feminacy, Luxury, Eaſe and Softneſs, (wherein the 
Engliſh Valour ſo famed heretofore, lay withering and 
fading, unaQtive and ruſting) hath renewed to us the 
Memory of thoſe great Kings who headed Engliſh Ar- 
mies abroad ; and hath done more in his own Perſon, - 
than all the Crowned. Heads of this, or (for ought I know) 
any other Age. What Prince ever ſo oft expoſed to the 
Dangers of the Sea, as well as to the Plots of Aſſaſſines, 
and the Arms of the Enemy by Land as He has been ? 

A Prince, that as always, ſo lately, and eſpecially in 
the Reduction of Tre/azd, hath made good the Cha- 
rater of his Illuſtrious Family, in being the Deliverer 
of opprefled Nations. In a word, a Prince who hath: 
every way performed his Part, how much ſoever his 
Afairs hath been clogged at Home, by the unnatural 
Treachery of ſome, who like the true Seed of Nero, 
can rake with delight in the Bowels of their Mother, * 
and betray the native Intereſts of their Country, to its 
molt inveterate Enemies ; not only holding a Correſpon- 
dence with them, bur offering up Vows and Prayers for 
their Succeſs, and diſcovering a curſed kind of Laughter 
and SatisfaQtion, at the Lofles and Misfortunes of their 
own Nation ; an Indignity which no Governmeat in the 
World deſerves leſs than this, and none upon Earth 
would perhaps bear but this: But Mercy is a God-like 
Temper, and it would 11] become this Place to offer any 
thing againſt it ; and I doubt not but Heaven it ſelf will 
take care to avenge ſuch monſtrous Ingratitude. 

I could further ſhew you, with what Wiſdom He u- 
nites and keeps together the Confederates, againſt the 
Diſturber of the Peace of Chriſtendom, for which we- 
D 2 are 
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. are (next after our Deliverance it felk). as much behold. 
69 ta Him, as for any one thing whatſnever. For by 
this means the War is:kept at. a diftance, and we live. free: 
from all Diſturbance ; without- which, what could: Exg- 
land hope for, byt to be a Figld of: Blood? | 
| It had long linge been fo, bad not: his Majeſty ingerpo- 
{:d.; we were ready. to, ſheath. ovr Swords.in one-ano- 
ther's Bowels, while a. thixd Party (under the Pretence of 
Aſſiſting one) was.gaping for an Opportunity to devour 
both. Nay it hag been ſo, notwithſtanding: this: Inter- 
poſition, were not. the Enemy kept; at a Diftance- by con- 
tinuing Flaxders the Seat of the War : and. ( after all our 
Noiſe) all that's done to. ſupport-our Allies, is no leſs: 
than, neceſſary to ſypport our. Selves ; it's to find: the E- 
nemy work on that fide, that, we may live in. quiet at 
Homg, ; No.common Bleſfing, if we conſider what our 
Neighbqurs, both in Flapders: and: Germany, and: elfe- 
where, ſuffer by the Scourge of War... And notwith- 
anding. the: malicious. and: ynreaſonable Suggeſtions of: 
ame who cry out, (tho with ng. other Deſign, than. to 
- foment our, Animoſlitzes,and Diyiſions) that. we are at the 
vaſt Expence of a. needleſs War, to maintain. the Domir 
RE a Foreign, Prince : Yet all Men, of: Senſe know, 
that the Preſervation of Flanders: is as much, nay more, 
for the Intereſt of Kxglend.than.of Spain: If that ſhould: 
once fall a Viftim to. France, we.need not ſure be told, at 
this time of. Day, what. would ſoon follow. 

And therefore, ſince. we.have.no,other Choice:than to 
fight for. Flanders, Os for. Englend:iin. Flanders, or in Eng- 
land, there's none but Men. beſides themſelves, or other. 
wiſe natoriouſly biaſt, that would chuſe.the latter. = 

But I need.inſiſt no longer. upon this. It's but-too plain, 
we ought to value, and admire Him for his own Sake : 
Let us now ſee what Obligations lie upon us, to do it-for. 
our Own.. | 

And 
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And what can in this cafe be leſs expeRted* from + | 
grateful and a brave People, to ſo.generous, ſo deſerving 
a, Prince? But that we contribute our- Endeavours, thar 
we may neither be wanting to- our ſelves, nor in. Dury 
and, AﬀcQtion to him, bue tha we ſhare in- his Dangers, 
and; promote his Deſigns, and do: all chat in- every one 
- of us lies, to: keep. him! in a- Capacity of meeting his 
Enemies with. equal! Numbers, whom they” dare never: 
attack. but with unreaſonable odds. | 

This indeed. is but what we owe to our ſelves, to our 
Coyntry,, our-Families, our Poſterity, and'beyond all, to: 
our Religion; for all;theſe are ar ſtake, and:they are (ler 
ſame pretend what they will) the very things we con-- 
tend for in the- preſent War with: France, which: is en-- 
deavouring to get not only our Houſes, but the Houſes: 
_ of God, inta- their Poſſeſſion :. and how they will-ufe both: 
. them and us, they-have given us more'than a Specimen: 
by what:they, have:dogne atthome in: their own-Country;. 

where within afew Years, there were more than a/thou-- 
ſand places, off God's: Publick Worſhip, where ſome hun-- 
dred, thouſands of, Proteſtants ſerved' God religiouſly and? 
truly ;. and yet the: French, at leaſt! the: Popiſty Fury, 
hath. turn/d-all- thoſe Thurches into- rainous Heaps; and! 
treated the poor- Owners of them» (tho their: Country- 
men, thejr: Neighbours, their  Friends- and Relations): 
with: more: Scorn and: Contempt, more. Barbarity and* 
Cruelty, than has been heard among: Turks and Infidels :: 
So that. it's every Man's Intereſtto engapeiin this Quarrel ;. 
and were it not. only. ſo, -yet a due ſenſe.of Honour might: 
excite all Perſons of: Charatter and Reputation, to fol-. 
low. the Example of their. KI NG, who. hath fo often: 
expoſed himſelf for us,, and who is ſtill ready- to-ſacrifice- 
his Life for our Safety. 

I am ſure there's no Man can:tell me, what it was (for- 
almoſt this. Age. paſt.). we. delired more than ſuch a. 
King;. 
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King; what it was we long'd for more than a Prince with- 
out any private Deſigns, and beyond all ſuſpicion, firm in. 
the Nation's Intereſt and Quarrel againſt Frazce : This 
very Qualification had aton'd for all other Failings, and 
the want of it (for ought I know ) hath been, in a great 
meaſure, the Source of all our Miſcarriages ; and not on- 
ly miſchievous to us, but fatal to all Exrope. And now 
that that God, who brings Good out of Evil, hath as it 
were mercifully comply'd with our Deſires, and bleſt us 
with a Prince, who (beſides his other Endowments ) 
is of all other the beſt qualified this way ; a Prince 
whom that Monarch always fear'd, and has now more 
reaſon to fear than ever: Shall we not lay hold of the 
Opportunity, and puſh on the preſent War with the ut. 
moſt Vigor ? 

Believe it, to talk or think of reſtoring the late King 
without a French Army, (as ſome of our diſaffeQed 
Scriblers would ſeem to impoſe upon us) or to think 
that ſuch an Army, if they could reſtore him, would 
then only take their leave and be gone, (as others of 
them would perſwade us) is a Vanity, 2 Madneſs that 
may require our Pity, but ſeems to be paſt our Cure. 
And therefore to Cabal or Plot, Cenſure or Murmur, 
or if we arrive not to this height of Undutifulneſs and 
Folly, but only remain unconcern'd, or ſtand only ga- 
Zing and looking on, as if it were no great matter how 
the War ſucceeded, muſt needs be becauſe we will not 
exerciſe ſo much Fore-thought, as to conſider the dread- 
ful Conſequences of miſcarrying 10 it. 

All wiſe Men will tell you, we bad better be ſubdued 
by any Nation under Heaven than the French; for be- 
ſides that no other, conlidering our Situation (as one 
hath lately obſerv'd) hath Naval Forces enough to fe- 
cure ſuch a Conqueſt ; ſo no other would inſult and in- 
{ſlave us at the rate they would. If the Turk ſhould 
ſubdue 
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ſubdue us, he would ( faith the ſame Author} miſerably 
Tyrannize, but yet for a ſmall Yearly Tribute, he would 


allow us the Exerciſe of our Religion. 


If other Na- 


tions, either their Diſtance would fſlacken our Bonds, or 
their Weakneſs would preſs us more lightly : But France 
is our next Neighbour, very powerful by Sea and Land, 
able to load us with heavy Chains, and to rivet them 
upon us: Beſides, ſhe hath found us capable of being a 
Rival to her Glory, and we know who it 1s at this mi- 
nute that ſtops her Conqueſts, who gives Check to all 
her aſpiring Deſigns: nay, (he has felt the Power of our 


Arms in her Bowels, and has been 
* conquered by us, and has had ſuch 
fatal Proofs of the Engliſh Valour, that 
ſhe would be ſure to take care never 
more to ſtand in fear of her Antient 
Enemies :- And upon theſe Grounds we 
are to expe& no Mercy at her Hands, 
but the worſt of an Hoſtite Fury ; and 
nothing leſs perhaps than our total Sub- 
verſion would ſerve their turn. Nay, 
when we confider how barbarouſly they 
uſe the People whom they ſubdue, tho 
of their own Religion, without regard 
to Churches or Religious Houfes, or 
the very Sepulchres of the Dead, tho 
of Princes themſelves; we may believe 
our Engliſh Papiſts (hower they may 


* This Conqueſt was undertaken 
upon juſt Grounds, Edward 11. 
King of England, having married 
Jabella Daughter ro Philip the Fair 
of France, whoſe three Sons dying 
withour Iſſue, the Crown deſcend- 
ed ro the Heirs of Tabzlla; and 
then it was when Edward [[L. in 
righr of his Mother claimed the 
Kingdom of France, that chey made 
their Salick Law, which could how- 
ever bar only for the future, and 
not for the time paſt; and chere- 
fore the King invaded France, and 
was very ſucceſsful in all the Batrels 
he fought ; bur by reaſon of ſeve- 
ral Diverſions at home, this Suc- 
ceſs was nor purſued by his im- 
mediate Succefſors ;' yer Henry V. 
(a Prince of a Warlike Temper) 
coming to the Crown, and cont1- 
dering that not only Normandy, 
Gmen, Aquitain, and Anjau, were the 


rightful Inhericances of the Kings of Eng/and, bur alſo his juſt Title ro the whole Kingdom of 
France, derived from Iſabella aforeſaid ; after he had firſt by Ambaſſadors ſer forth and demanded 
his Righr, he with an Engliſh Army invades Frarxce, and having won ſeveral Battels, was art laſt 
married to Katherine, Daughter of Charles VI. and thereupon declared and crowned King of 


France in Reverſion : Charles and Iſabella his Queen to reign during their Lives, and Nabella _ 


ſurviving Charles, ar her Death made a Will, declaring her Son-in-Law Henry V, Heir to all 
her Goods, and to the Crown ; which gives the Kings of England a farrher Right to the King- 
dom of France. And I am perſwaded, if the French King! had half ſo mach Right co England, 


as the King.of England hath to France, we ſhould be peſtered with his Manifeſto's and Scribles,.. 
alledging his juſt Prerenfions, as he calls all char he makes, 


flatter 
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flatter themſelves). would meet with no better Quarter 
than others, But for thoſe Proteſtants, who, thoat eaſe 
in their Fortunes, and enjoying all the Privileges of their 
Fellow-SubjeQts, are yer reſtleſs and diſſatisfied, and 
weary of a Government, that's the only Security of their 
Religion and Eftates; ſurely, as they will be the ealieſt, 
ſo they will be the moſt deſpiſed Prey of their Enemies, 
who, if they have any Manhood, or any thing that's 
great in them, will ſhew more Favour to the brave De- 
fenders of their Country, than to thoſe who have fo baſe- 
ly and treacheroufly deſerted and betrayed it. 

But I know if I ſhould diſcourſe ar this rate out of 
this place, or where I might expeQ an Anſwer, I ſhould 

reſcntly be told, that I had uſed a great many words to 
lictle purpoſe, and had run on all along upon a falſe 
Ground; for that the great King of France hath nothing 
of Self in all this, nor is he further concerned, than out 
of a Principle of Honour and. Generofity, to eſpouſe an 
Oppreſfed, and to reſtore an Exil'd Prince. That he was 
neither oppreſt, nor baniſhed is plain enough ; and on 
whoſe fide the Oppreflion lay we all know ; and yet we 
will allow them, that that Monarch may ſeemingly with 
much Gallaatry, eſpouſe his Cauſe till he fee a fair op- 
portunity of ſetting up his Own, but to be ſure no longer. 
Or, ſuppoſe he ſhould nor do this, can we however think 
that he would not demand fo great a Charge, as. the whole 
Wealth of the Nation would be too little to anſwer? And 
were 1t not better Policy in us (tho we had no other In- 
ducement) to ſupply him, even toa Moiety of what we 
have, who will preſerve the reſt by keeping ſuch Ene+ 
mies out, and by cheriſhing and proteQing us in our 
Religion, and other Rights ? 

To be ſparing in: a caſe of ſuch Neceffity, is: to be 
wanting, and indeed cruel to our ſelves, and our Poſte- 
rity ; like the fatal Parſimony of the People of Conſtan- 
tinople, 
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rizople, who refuſed to ſupply their own Emperor (tho 
by way of Loan) with a thirtierh part of that Money, 
which the Turkiſh Emperor depriv'd them of, together 
with the Lives of the Wealthielt of them. Whereas by 
that ſeaſonable Supply they might, in all likelihood, have 
preſerved their City and their Lives too. 

*T were eaſy to ſhew, what a poor thing Money is, in 
reſpe& of our Religion, our Lives, our Laws, and our 
Liberties; and it's not yet ſeven Years, fince all coofide- 
rate Men and good Proteſtants amongſt us, would have 
given more than this _War will coſt us, to have been 
under the Circumftances we now are. But (God be 
thanked) there's no need to infiſt upon this. Thoſe wor- 
thy Patriots who fo freely and chearfully find out Ways 
and Means to ſupport the War, are highly ſenſible of it. 
'And all I have to offer upon their Accounts, is, to pray as 
David, when the People, even beyond what he expeted, 
offer'd ſo willingly towards a Publick Good ; 0 Lord God 
of Abraham, of 


faid, to open the Eyes of thoſe who are not wilfully 
blind, I will for their ſatisfaction ſuppoſe, that this ex- 
travagantly ambitious King (upon whom they ſo much 
depend) had no. private Detign, but would only clear the 
Way to the Throne, and then fairly draw off, without 
any other Conſideration than the SatisfaQtion of his own 
haughty and ambitious Humour: Let us, I fay, ſuppoſe 
this, (tho indeed it's next to —_— yer even in this 
Caſe, might not the Prince whom he left repoſſeſt, (I 
only preſume to ask the Queſtion) juſtly write himſelf 
James the Conqueror? And tho 1am not to determine how 
mercifutly he might uſe us if left to his own ConduR,(tho 
we muſt believe him more than a Saint, to forget what is 
paſt) yet, conſidering how = has been influenced, and 
| (con- 


Iſaac, and of Tſracl our Fathers, keep this 2 Chron. 
for ever in the Imagination of the Thoughts of the Heart of ** ** 
* thy People. Bat to return, that I may leave nothing un» 
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(conſidering his Princicles) how he ſtill muſt-be, if ever 
Divine Judgment, as a Puniſhment for our Sins, ſhould 
fuffer this to come to paſs : The very Thoughts of what 
we might expe&, are ſo full of Horror, that I chuſera- 
ther to draw a Vail overit, and pals it in fileace, than, go 
about to diſplay it; and if any Man be fo weak, or {o 
ſhort-ſighted, as ro wiſh or deſire it, I am perſwaded, 
. that a ſhort Change with a Subje& of France, would very 
effeQually cure himof his Malady and Folly too. 

And yet our Caſe might be much more deſperate than 
ſome of theirs, and no better to be ſure than that of the 


Proteſtant Subje&s under that Crown ; and how it ſhould 


be worſe is not eaſy to imagine. And now, 
Since thoſe very Men amongſt us, who ſeem moſt fond 
of the late King's Return,do yet pretend they would by no 
means have him come with a French Power, as being aware 
of the dreadful Conſequences thereof : Since it is not poſs 
ſible he ſhould come by any other, or any other Way ; 
the abuſed AﬀeRtions of his Quondam Subjetts (except a 
few not worth the naming) being now. ſettled upon a 
Prince, who has gained them with the-Hazard of his Life ; 
a Prince, that is not only Fleſb of our Fleſb,and Bone of our 
Bone, and ſo our natural Leige Lord, but of our Religion 
alſo, and therefore the dearer to us, as we are every way, 
andeſpecially in that the ſafer : This being ſo, it is,not 
poſſible they ſhould think of recalling a Prince, under whoſe 
Adminiſtration they ſuffered ſo much, and whole incen- 
ſed Wrath would not be eafily appeaſed ; and whoſe 
Thirſt for unlimited Power, he would be ſure toquench 
at our Coſt ; and therefore muſt come þy a French. Power, 
ornotatall. FEE 
Since ſuch a Power, if they could ſet him on Engliſh 
Ground, (which I much queſtion) would either, in his 
Name, and under his Umbrage, .do all: for themſelves ; 
or at their going off, demand ſuch yaſt Sums as we could 
| ; never 
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never pay ;. and. yet for not paying; would be expoſed to 

all che Miieries thar Scorn or Cruelty could invent, 
Since'after they had done this, (or ſuppoſe they ſhould 


not do it) they would at beſt leave us in the Hands of a: 


Conqueror, all incenſed, full of Wrath and Revenge, 


who uled us not over-weN when he had no Pretence to 
that Title ; but would now, be ſure, (wirhout uſurping 


a Diſpenſing Power)” make his Will our Law, and inr- 


poſe whatever his own Reſentments and Bigotry, his. 
Wrath, or Jeſuitical Zeal, and the Cruelty of thoſe about- 


tim, could infli. 
Since our Religion (with which nothing ſhould come 
1a competition). 15 by the late happy Revolation, ſecured: 
to. us and'our Poſterity, being wrap'd up and ſafe; not on-- 
Ip in his Majeſty, ( whom God long preſerve) but in- 
thoſe Illuſtrious Heirs.of the Crown, her Royal Highneſs, . 
and her Royal Son, in whom we may one Day be happy. 

Since our: Laws are once more Sacred, our Privileges 
allowed, our Rightsand Liberties cheriſhed : And fince we- 
are bleſfed with a King, .by whoſe Proweſs and Conduct; . 
by whoſe Juſtice and Goodneſs, we may (if not wanting. 
to our ſelves) be as Great, as Happy, and as Dreadful as. 
ever. 

Since this, I fay, is fo, it is not poſſible; unleſs webe- 
in love with Chains, and fond'to ſee our Religion truckle : 
to Popery, our Liberty to Slavery, our Rights and Privi-- 
leges to Courteſy ; unleſs we deſire toſee our Lives expo- 
ſed, and our Eſtates offered as an Qblation to a ſuperſti-- 
tious greedy Church; or as a Reward to the Souldier that: 
ſhall deſtroy us:. Unleſs, I ſay, we are fond of theſe. 
things, .it is not poſſible we ſhould.deſire, or ever long for - 
ſuch an Adminiſtration as will certainly produce- them. . 

And therefore- if we. have any natural Love for our.- 
Country, or any ſupernatural AﬀeCtion for our Religion, , 
or any natural Inſtin& of Self-preſervation, E_ 
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of. Honour inaQing ſutably to ſuch Principles; If a Roy- 
al Example can incite us, or our own Welfare and-Safety 
.encourage us.; let us, in the Name of God, as we value 
any, or all of theſe dear Things, in all due Thankfulneſs 
[to the Author, and inall Loyal Duty and AﬀeQion to the 
Inſtrument of our Deliverance, turn from our Sins, and 
unite and ſtrengthen our ſelves againſt the Common Ene- 
-my of our Religion and Civil Rights, as the only way to 
have our Peace and Happineſs reſtored and ſettled upon 
ſure and laſting Foundations. 

And:this I conceive 1s the beſt Courſe we can take to . 
lefſen this great Lols, ſo as it may not. prove fatal to us; To 
fandby our King with our Lives and Fortunes; to pray 
.conſtantly, and to pray fervently, that God would pro- 
tet Him from the private Machinations and-open Vio- 
lences of his Enemies ; that he would preſerve him to 


. -perfeQt that Great, that Glorious Work he hath ſo gene- | 


rally and ſa ſucceſsfully begun, that ſo we may enjoy Him 
in Peace, and eſteem Him as the Iſraelites did David, the 


| Light of our Iſrael; and as they did Foſiah, the edukek þ 


_ "our Noftrils. The ſerious Acknowledgment whereof, 


will not ſuffer us to be wanting in all Duty and AﬀeRion 
to Him, whom God continue long over us; and let all that 
love the Peace and Happineſs, the Welfare and Glory of 
Great-Britain and Ireland, ſay, Amen, Amen.
